1.  Mark  with  an  # before  the  common  names,  the  birds  which  breed 
regularly  in  your  locality. 

2.  Place  the  letter  R after  the  common  names  of  birds  found  in  your 
locality  during  all  months  of  the  year. 

3.  Indicate  the  birds  which  occur  in  your  locality  as  spring  and  fall 
migrants,  by  the  letter  M. 

4.  Birds  which  are  found  in  your  locality  only  during  the  winter  season 
mark  with  the  letter  W. 

5.  Place  the  letter  Z. after  the  common  names  qf  birds  which  occur  in 
your  locality  as  occasional  visitants,  and  state  if  possible  wjhat  month  and 
year  the  species  was  last  seen. 

6.  Birds  which  you  regard  as  “stragglers”  or  accidental  visitants,  mark 
wdtli  the  letter  S.
